Referendum Sept 17 Will 
■ Seek $75,000 for Addi- 
tion to Building 

Voters, of .the Emmons Grade 
School District No. 33 will be asked 
io approve construction, of an addi- 
tion to the school building through 
a $75,000 bond issue at a referen- 
dum- set for Saturday afternoon, 
Sept. 17. .-' Voting will be (from noon 
to 7 p. m. at the school. 

The board at a meeting Tuesday 
evening decided that this is the 
best. solution to the, problem of pro- 
viding classroom ■ for the rapidly 
growing school. 

The'bond issue will mean an in- 
crease in the -tax rate for building 
from 10 cents to 18.75 cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation, 

In addition the^electors will vote 
on the proposal to increase the edu- 
cational tax from 40 cents to 61 
cents on the $100 to pay the salaries 
of additional teachers. 

Help' was given .the board in fig- 
uring the amounts needed by James 
Rust, secretary, of the Lake County 
Civic League*,and it is probable that 
the league will recommend .to the 
voters :that the measures all be ap- 
proved.' 

The board in. ■• estimating costs 
.took; Into consideration the general 
plan for an addition .'submitted to 
rthtej people in a mass meeting re- 
cently -and. which received .a four 
to: one.' sanction in a secret vote;" 
"Drawings submitted by the archi- 
tect, firm .of 'Ekstrahd, Schad and 
West'* "of Waukegan suggested an 
addition with two rooms for classes 
above; ground and an all-purpose 
room"*" partly belotnA ground- .which 
could i be converted into classrooms 
as^-Tieeded.: These plans- could be 
changed by the board as desired.

Antioch Township Collector John 
L." Horan has banked to date more 
than $250,000 from , collection of 
taxes and has paid to various bodies 
$156,500 to provide for their, pres- 
ent needs in view of late collections. 

Schools received the greater por- 
tion and $154,000 was paid to Helen 
Nelson, district .treasurer In the 
following amounts: 
; Emmons, $4,000; Antioch Grade 
School, $50,000; Channel Lake 
school,. $5,000; Grass Lake school, 
$10,000; and Antioch High school, 
$80,000. To. Helen Scott, treasurer 
of the library, was paid $2,500. 

The library was in need of money 
because of .the $300 expense of a 
sewer, and the high school, operat- 
ing on anticipation warrants (for 
some time, needed money to retire 
the warrants. 

. Because the village treasury is in 
good shape and no money is needed 
now, no -payment was made at this 
time ; to that body. Nothing was 
paid at this time to Hickory School 
district which last year got 
$3,357.B6. 

. Last year Emmons got $8,652.29; 
Antioch Grade School, $89,698.38; 
Channel Lake' school, $19,548.24; 
Grass LaTce school, $22,169.95; An- 
tioch Township High School, $137,- 
132;12; and the township library 
$5,280.17.

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No Place for Monopoly 

The production of atomic weapons is a job for 
the government. But when it comes to putting the 
atom to work to serve the arts of peace, ^private en- 
terprise must enter the picture. 

Right now private enterprise is building the 
first commercial scale atomic- electric plant. Pro- 
posals for four other plants have been presented by 
private enterprise to tjie Atomic Energy Commission. 
These are pioneering steps, -and initially the power 
will probably bo expensive to make. But it will 
be sold at regular rates. The electric Industry ex- 
pects to learn from sucj\ experiments how to build 
more economical and efficient atomic-electric proj- 
ects for the future. 

There are those who want a government monop- 
oly of the atom-Tjin, electric power production and 
everything ; else. ' ''ft&t'jAUtudc is not shared by the 
men in top polfcy-maklng governmental positions. 
-Actually, the surest ; way to prevent progress Is to 
have a monopoly, governmental or otherwise, of any- 
thing. The more minds and more resources wc can 
devote to any problem, the sooner it will be solved. 
The element of competition comes into this too — 
monopolists can afford to take things easy. Men 
who work under competitive conditions can't. 

No one knows (how soon atomic power will be 
practical on a roally big scale. But private enter- 
prise can be counted on to bring it about in tjie 
shortest possible time.

Geared to the Job 

Sweeping changes have been taking place 
in our eating habits. Foods which require a mini- 
mum of handling and preparation in the home, and 
thus save the housewife time and labor, are becom- 
ing more' and more popular. 

The trend includes meat, along with other foods. 
According to the head of the American Meat Insti- 
tute, about three-fourths of our bacon reaches the 



consumer in sliced form. Nearly an eighth of all-our 
meat production^ Is made mdr© convenient for con- 
sumers by canning. Packaging is Increasing and 
so is freezing. A recent and popular development 
consists of frozen dishes made with meat which re- 
quire only brief heatlpg prior tVscrvjng. 

The Institute spokesman also touched on the 
meat supply situation. It's a good one, from 
the consumer point of view. In the foreseeable fu- 
ture, meat will be plentiful, 'barring occasional short- 
term fluctuations which are beyond anyone's control. 
This year's meat production is expected to be the 
largest on record. * 

The price situation Is also favorable. As an ex- 
ample, the prices of most pork cuts are 8 to 27 per 
cent lower at wholesale than they were last summer. 
And supplies are 15 per cent greater. 

We're a nation of confirmed meat eaters. With 
our population increasing at- the giddy rate of 11,500 
each day, demand will soar as the years go by. 
It's, fortunate that we have a vtgorqus, highly com- 
petitive meat industry geared to that big job'.

The Low Down From Hickory Grove 

Instead of being small potatoes like It was 10 or 
15 years ago, natural gas is now some pumpkins — 
25 millions customers for natural gas now warm their 
shins via gas. So this new Idea of slappln' on Federal 
controls, Is tinkering that could turn out to be un-. 
happy for many. 

Up to now it has been open season for anybody 
with enough mazuma to own a drilling rig to drill a 
hole in thd ground in the hopes of hlttin' oil or gas. 
Oil and gas are close associates. Competition between 
a raft of little and big producers has kept the prices 
at a level that has encouraged 25 million to adopt, the 
new fuel. 

But now, after many years, comes a court ruling 
saying the Federal Govt, should take a hand in' price- 
fixing — have a finger in the pie. So now It Is neces- 
sary to get the matter cleared up before bad luck 
catches up with gas. Congress is workin* on It," 

I agrees with this old Texas Democrat Sam Ray- 
burn— the Speaker of the House — this seasoned old 
Longhorn says a lot in a few words. He says, "If 
Federal controls continue we'll have less and less gas 
which will bring an increase in the price to the con- 
sumer." There it is in a Texas nutshell. And Mr. Ike 
and Mr. Sam being in full agreement, we can have 
hope.

The stones listing the death of 
young spns of Charles A. Haynes 
and the years of 1858 and 185p were 
but a little bit larger, than the 
square street posts commonly used. 
They were hut a 'few. Inches under 
the earth and lying along side each 
other, giving indication they had 
been piled there -rather than 
erected. 

Since it was not uncommon for 
families to maintain private burial 
plots one hundred years ago; it was 
thought that perhaps the children 
hod been burled there, although no 
graves or bones could be found.

To Washington, D. C. as American Legion Gueit

qUcen contest, Her report follows:) 

"The nighrof July 10th was one 
of the biggest moments in my life 
for it was then that I was crowned 
the Antioch American legion 
Queen of 1055, For my prize I was 
awarded an '"all expense-paid trip 
to Washington T>. C. for my mother 
and myself. We decided to tako 
our trip. on; August fcth and Mr. W.

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Study Finds State's 
Two Car Purchases 

Accelerating Greatly 

Illinois' wives nnd teen-agers, 
tired of being stranded when their 
breadwinner drives the family car 
to work, ore sparking a statewide 
two-car boom, according to a spe- 
cial survey by Universal C. I. T. 
Credit Corporation, the nation's 
largest independent automobile fi- 
nancing firm, 

The survey was conducted by the 
heads of the company's 40 division 
offices throughout the nation. 
Twenty-three of the company's 
branch offices are in Illinois. In 
addition to observations of these 
experienced^ executives, the firm 
said, the Slrvey included inter- 
views with the hundreds of auto- 
mobile dealers served by Universal 
C. I. T. 

"Our survey disclosed that the 
major reasons behind the purchase 
of a second car," said vice presi- 
dent H. W. Tousley of Chicago," are 
the trend to suburban living and 
the need ior a second car for 
shopping and taking the children to 
school when the husband uses the 
other car to get to work." 

Another important reason Is 
that millions of teen-agers are at- 
taining driving age and an increas- 
ing number are able to afford auto- 
mobiles. This factor will become 
even more important, he pointed 
out, when the huge "war baby" 
population reaches driving age in 
the ISfiO's. 

There are about 4,500,000 two-car 
families in the United States. The 
credit executive estimated that 
about 13 per cent of Illinois' vcar- 
owning families have more than 
one car. The percentage probably 
will double over the next live 
years, he declared. 

Most of the state's two-car fam- 
ilies are white collar or profes- 
sional workers and farmers, al- 
though two-car ownership is wide- 
spread among skilled workers, the 
survey showed. 

Average annual income of two- 
car families is between $7,000 and 
$10,000 in Illinois, the survey 
showed. 

About two-thirds of the new cars 
bought by two-car families are 
bought on installment credit, the 
survey showed, and more than 
three-fourths of the used cars are 
purchased on credit. The Univer- 
sal C. I. T. executive rated the 
credit standing and financial re- 
sponsibility of the state's typical 
two-car family unusually high. 

In general, the state's ■ families 

"graduate" into the two-car class 

by keeping their "old" car instead 
of trading when they get the new 
one. A smaller proportion buys a 
used car as a second car. 

Another result of the trend is a 
surge in the popularity of station 
wagons, "small" cars and conver- 
tibles, the survey showed.

Louise Marie Hess, 18, Chicago, 
may be charged with murder fol- 
lowing the finding of bodies of her 
twin boys at the home of her grand- 
parents in Fox Lake. The girl was 
found ill by the grandparents and 
taken to St. Therese hospital for 
care. 

While at the hospital the girl ad- 
mitted giving birth to a boy which 
she said fell in a tub and was dead 
at birth. The body was found in 
a water filled pail and the coroner 
said death was due to drowning. 

On Tuesday, police were called 
again to the home of the grandpar- 
ents where the body of a twin baby 
was found hidden in a bedroom, a 
stocking stuck in its mouth and a 
stab wound in its chest.

July Milk Will Bring 

$3.44 Hundredweight 

Dairy farmers who sold milk in 
the Chicago market during July will 
receive $3.44 a hundred pounds for 
this month's production. 

This price is paid for 3.5 per cent 
butterfat milk which is delivered In 
the 70 mile zone. 

The July prices average 14 cents 
higher than the June prices and are 
five cents above the July 1954 level. 

The milk prices were announced 
by the Federal Milk Market Ad- 
ministrator's office in Chicago. 

The July prices arc beginning to 
reflect seasonal increases. Normal- 
ly the fall milk prices increase to 
a peak in October or Novembr,

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40,000 More Homes 
to Get Natural Gas 
from No. III. Gas Co. 



Northern Illinois Gas company 
reported today to the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission that letters 
would be mailed out this week to 
approximately 40,000 customers au- 
thorizing them to use natural gas 
for space heating under the terms 
of the Commission's gas restric- 
tion order. 

Marvin Chandler, president of 
Northern Illinois Gas, said that the 
new releases were made possible 
by the order of the Federal Power 
Commission announced yesterday 
approving the request of Natural 
Gas Storage Company of Illinois to 
Increase the capacity of its under- 
ground gas storage project near 
Herscher. Involved In this expan- 
sion project is the construction of 
31 miles of 36 Inch main from 
Herscher to a new point of connec- 
tion with the Texas Illinois Natural 
Gas Pipeline Company's pipeline 
south of Joliet. The new author- 
izations, Chandler said, are in addi- 
tion to the 30,000 issued by the 
company early in April of this year. 

The current release covers all 



customers who had applied for this 
service on or before August 22, 
'1053, for existing homes and on or 
before December 18, 1953, for new 
homes. Gas heat authorizations are 
issued only for single family 
dwellings and are allocated be- 
tween old and new homes on the 
basis of the number of unfilled re- 
quests pending In each category. 
Jftose authorized have 12 months 
n which to complete their instal- 
lations. 

Chandler said that approximate- 
ly 05,000 customers still will re- 
main on the Waiting list. Much of 
the demand, he said, reflects the 
very high rate of new home con- 
struction in the suburban territory. 

He emphasized that the company 
will continue to make every effort 
and spare no reasonable expendi- 
ture to make gas for space heating 
available to all applicants as soon 
as possible.
